AFL-CIO Leaders

UNITY HOUSE, Pa. (AP) — 


AFL-CIO leaders meet today to 
spread tighter organized labor's 
quarantine, against the Teamsters 
Union. 


George Meany, AFL-CIO presi- 


dent said in advance that all 
AFL-CIO unions must end their 
mutual aid pacts with the giant 
truckers union, ousted from the 
federation eight months ago on 
corruption charges. 


Walter Reuther, head 
of the 


United Auto Workers, told news- 
men he was confident the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council would vote 
to require member unions to sev- 
er all ties with the Teamsters. 


This is a crucial decision with 


most AFL-CIO unions whose bar- 
gaining power depends on Team- 
sters' help in respecting their 
picket lines to cut off deliveries 
and make their strikes effective. 


The text was understood to 


give Hammarskjcld the job of 
working out security arrange- 
ments in Lebanon and Jordan 
to make possible withdrawal of 
U. S. and British forces. 


It also was reported to call 


on the secretary 
general to 


make studies on two of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's Middle East 
peace proposals—creation of a 
stand-by peace force and es- 
tablishment of a regional eco- 
jiomic .foundation.

HARRISBURG (AP)-The Rev- 


enue Dept. disclosed Monday a 
stepped-up drive against sales tax 
evaders netted 540 firms that had 
never paid any sales tax. 


Deputy Secretary Charles S. 


Seligman said the most flagrant 
case involved a Pittsburgh furni- 
ture firm that collected $5,600 in 
sales taxes from its customers but 
never remitted the money to the 
state. 


"This was an outrageous in- 


stance of evading the law," he told 
the Associated Press,. "We have 
collected interest and the 25 per 
cent penalty against the firm and 
criminal prosecution is pending.'' 


He said the sales tax law specif- 


ically prohibits identifying 
the 


firm until the case reaches the 
courts.

Jam of Bills 
Delaying End 
Of Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) — A stack 


of bills, some of which could pro- 
voke floor battles, today confront- 
ed a Congress anxious to go home 
and campaign for the fall elec- 
tions. 


Leaders were shooting for ad- 


journment by the end of this week, 
but there were several issues that 
could prevent them from hitting 
that target. 


The House undertook a man- 


sized job by listing 35 bills for pos- 
sible consideration today under 
procedure 
requiring 
two-thirds 


votes for passage. 


In this group was a controver- 


sial labor" control bill which has 
passed the Senate. This measure 
was-given slight chance." 


Another bill up "for action on a 


take-it-or-leave-it basis was a wa- 
tered-down housing bill which has 
passed the Senate in a different 
form. It's fate was uncertain. 


The Senate, meanwhile, was due 


to tackle legislation aimed at over- 
coming the effects of certain Su- 
preme Court decisions in the civil 
liberties and antisubversive fields. 


This potentially explosive debate 


could tie up the Senate for some 
time and possibly delay adjourn- 
ment. 


Another issue likely to strike 


sparks in the Senate is the 
nomination of W. Wilson White to 
be an assistant attorney' general 
in charge of the Justice Depart- 
ment's new Civil Rights Division. 


White's nomination is opposed 


by Southern senators who recall 
the legahspadework he did in con- 
nection with President 
Eisen- 


hower's use of federal troops to 
enforce court-ordered school inte- 
gration in Little Rock last Jail. 


The Senate Democratic Policy 


Committee has cleared 106 bills 
for Senate action. However, many 
of these are minor and some may 
not be' called up. 


One major bill awaiting Senate 


action is a $3,518,000,000 foreign 
aid money bill. The House has 
passed an aid bill totaling $3,078,- 
000,000. 
-During the weekend, a high ad- 


ministration official said Eisen- 
hower will make a determined bid 
to get a final bill as close as pos-

Eisenhower's six-point program 


for Middle East stability, present- 
ed last week to the United Nations 
General Assembly, got a warm 
reception in Congress.

Torch Death 
Mystery Man 
Gives Self Up

PONTIAC, 
Mich. (AP) 
— 


Herman Kierdorf, former Team- 
ster official sought for two weeks 
after the mystery torch death of 
his nephew, gave himself up Sun- 
day night. 


The 68-year-old ex-convict, one- 


time business agent for a Team- 
sters local, surrendered to author- 
ities at a drive-in restaurant by 
pre-arrangement. 


"I'm happy to have it over 


with," he sighed. 


Herman vanished Aug. 4, the 


day his nephew Frank Kierdorf, 
54, staggered into a Pontiac hos- 
pital with horrible burns. Police 
believe he was burned while set- 
ting fire to a dry cleaning shop in 
Flint. 


Before he died three days later, 


he said he was burned deliberate- 
ly by two men.'But police said 
their investigation disproved the 
story. 


Denying emphatically any con- 


nection with the reputed arson, 
Herman said he surrendered be- 
cause he really had no reason to 
hide. He also insisted that his ex- 
convict nephew Jiad not burned 
himself. 


"Why 
should Frank set that 


place on fire as an arson job?" he 
asked. "I just don't believe Frank 
would do a thing like that." 


Gutching a big cigar and wear- 


ing an Ivy League cap, Herman 
gave himself up promptly at the 
agreed time of 10 p m. His son 
Richard had acted as intermedi- 
ary with police.

"I am a sick man," he told re- 


porters, referring to a .heart con- 
dition. He added that another rea- 
son he turned himself in was that 
he felt sony that Chief Assistant 
Prosecutor George Taylor of Oak- 
land County was "taking a rap." 


It was Taylor, a chief in- 


vestigatingp officer in the Frank 
Kierdorf fire death mystery, who 
let Herman have his freedom Aug. 
4 after he had been questioned. 


"I'm sorry I caused so much 


trouble," Herman said apologet- 
ically. 


Herman surrendered to Taylor 


and Chief Prosecutor Frederick 
C. Ziem at the drive-in. The two 
officers we're accompanied to the 
meeting place by Herman's son. 


Before being booked at the Oak- 


land County Jail, Herman took a 
nitroglycerine pill for his heart. 


He was booked on a formal 


charge of possession of a pistol 
silencer. This was the charge on 
which he had been declared a 
fugitive.

He said he never left Michigan 


while the search was on. He re- 
fused to say where he had been. 


His statements in an interview 


with newsmen sometimes were in 
conflict. 


At one time he said he vanished 


because he was "shaken up by 
the death of my nephew." He did 
not explain why he was missing 
three days before Frank died. 


Later, Michigan Atty. Gen. Paul 


L. Adams issued a statement in 
which he said he still believed 
Herman was the key to the fire 
mystery.

Fla. (AP) — Air Force 
scientists and brass pressed 
an intensive investigation 
today to learn what caused 
the n a t i o n's first lunar 
rocket to explode. 


The huge satellite bear- 


ing missile shattered to bits 
in a puff of white smoke 
Sunday 77 seconds after 
a fiery blastoff. 


Even before this initial strike at * 


the moon a second attempt had 
been ordered. The follow-up Air 
Force lunar probe attempt is ex- 
pected during a three-day period 
starting Sept. 14. There was a dis- 
tinct possibility that the Sovieti 
might attempt to beat the new U. 
S. deadline by one day. 


Plans for another moon rocket 


try were disclosed as the Air 
Force began fishing the explosion- 
torn debris of its first lunar vehi- 
cle out of the Atlantic. 


Divers descended into 60 leet of 


water some 10 miles northeast erf 
the cape and came up with sec- 
tions of the metal skin_of the Thor 
1,500-mile-range missile that wai 
the first stage of the moon rocket 


The two upper stages—both bor- 


rowed from the Navy Vanguard 
program — continued onward an 
undetermined distance after tha 
explosion. It was not expected that 
that part of the wreckage would 
be recovered. 


Preliminary analysis indicated 


that the explosion occurred in the 
engine compartment of the first 
of the three rocket stages. 


Maj. Gen. Bernard Schriever, , 


chief of the Air Force Ballistic 
Missile Division, told a news con- 
ference that while it might take a 
week to pinpoint the trouble defi- 
nitely, a quick look at the data in- 
dicated a random failure. 


A leak in or rupture of one of 


the liquid oxygen or fuel linea 
might have touched off the ex- 
plosion, he said. 


Schriever and Roy W. Johnson, 


head of the Defense Department*! 
space program, told newsmen two 
hours after the blowup that they 
were disappointed but not dis- 
couraged by the failure. 


Johnson, director of the Ad- 


vanced Research Porjects Agen- 
cy, said the malfunctioning of any 
of 300,000 parts could make the 
missile, do what this one did.

a bill to grant a. 7 per cent in- 
crease in benefits. The vote was 
375-2. 


The Senate last Saturday ap- 


proved a similar 7 per cent 
benefit boost in passing a Social 
Security bill by a 79-0 vote, 
However, the Senate pared in- 
creased federal grants to the 
states for four public assistance 
programs to 197 million dollars. 


As approved by the House, 


these grants would total 288 
millions. The programs are for 
'the needy, the aged, blind, and 
disabled and dependent chil- 
dren. 


Sen. George A. Smathers (D- 


Fla'i, sponsor of amendments 
cutting the public assistance 
grants, said he was certain 
their adoption would prevent a 
veto. 


The Eisenhower administra- 


tion had been urging that the 
federal government reduce, not 
increase, its share of the as- 
sistance programs. 


Benefit increases for retired 


persons and recipients of sur- 
vivor and 
disability benefits 


would start in checks received 
next February. 


However, the 75 million per- 


sons now contributing in pay- 
roll taxes to the Social Security 
system would have their rates 
increased next Jan. 1. The 
max- 


imum boost would be S25.50 a 
year each for employe and em- 
ployer. 


Social S e c u r i t y insurance 


beneficiaries now on the rolls

business concerns will be able to get any of the new 20- to 30-year 
loans under the Small Business Investment Act just passed by 
Congress.

It will take at least GO days for Small Business Loan Policy Board 


This board consists of Small BusS» 
ness Administrator Wendell B. Barnes, Secretary of Treasury

After that, the newly authorized "small business investment cont» 


tianies" must be set up under state charier. It is these local,com- 
panies who will do the actual lending to small business. 


The new law provides, however, that until June 30, 1961', the 


Small Business Administration itself may charter investment com- 
panies. They'll make direct loans in states which cannot go into 
this business under their existing banking laws. 


The three-year period is intended to give states time to pass any> 


necessary legislation. But no determination has yet been made oiv 
which states will have to take such action.

capital subscriptions, Small Business Administration can also makfti 
20-year working fund loans up to 50 per cent of their capital and' 
/surplus. 


The Small Business Loan Policy Board will determine interest' 


rates on these "wholesale" loans. Present SBA 10-year loans to1 
small business are limited by law to not less than five and not more} 
than 5% per cent on the government's share of any. loan. 


THE ASSUMPTION IS that SBA wholesale loan interest rates, 


•will have to be enough lower so that investment comnanies can 
reloan the money at retail to small business for five to six per cent 
jnterest, and still show a profit.

(1) To ancient man the stars must have seemed 


very close. 


As agriculture was learned, the stars played an 


important part in his life. He recognized their 
regular movements with the seasons. 


Later, man began to make gods of the stars. 


Then he transferred his earthly gods to the 
'heavens. It was only natural. 


(2) The Babylonians, from their temples, were 


flrsl-rate observers. (The Tower of Babel was an 
observatory- as well as a temple.) They saw that 
the planets seemed to move "through" the constel- 


pseudo science of astrology. For centuries, the 
superstitious man believed heavenly bodies guided 
Tiis destiny. 


(3) The Greeks early realized that the earth 


must be a sphere (Anaxirnander, about 600 B.C.). 


Pythagoras developed the idea further, 
He 


conceived tae universe to be made up of layers, 
like an onion. Pythagoras had discovered the 
mathematics of music. He thought that as the 
Moon sphere, Sun sphere, planet spheres, etc., 
revolved about the earth and each other they pro- 
duced harmonies—the "music of the spheres."

B.C.), noted the irregular movements of the 
planets. They questioned whether they did indeed 
revolve about the Earth. 


It remained for the great Ptolemy of Egypt, by 


an extremely complicated system, to put Earth 
back at the center of the universe and restore the 
harmony of the earlier Greeks. 


(4) During the Dark Ages, the Arabs preserved 


and added to Ptolemy's science. Later they trans- 
mitted it to Europe.- The Ptolemaic, earth-cen- 
tered concept held sway over men's minds until 
the Renaissance. It then died a lingering|de«th..

Don't be surprised if religion 


tears a leaf from science's note- 
cK»k pretty soon and comes up 
ivith an International Geo-Spiri- 
tual Year. 
'At least two prominent clergy- 
men have suggested it in recent 
months. And a newly formed Com- 
-nittee on Religion and Science is 
show-ing a keen interest in getting 
it, off the ground. 


The Rev. Louis A. Gales of St. 


Paul, Minn., editor of the Cath- 
)lic Digest, brought the subject 
ip late last year at a meeting 
jf. religious education groups. 


Father 
Gales 
recommended 


that 1960 be set aside as a period 
ivhen "each religious group would 
present the moral and spiritual 
resources if lelt was necessary 
for the religious development of 
mankind." 


And the Rev. Dr. Edwin T. 


Dahlberg, president of the Nation- 
al-Council of Churches, suggests 
an International Geo-Theological 
ITear to carry the Geophysical 
Year a step beyond its material 
umits. 


Dr. Dahlberg. writing in the 


monthly National Council Outlook, 
notes that President Eisenhow- 
er's advisory committee has list- 
ed four motivations lor an en- 
larged space program.—curiosity, 
defense, prestige and knowledge. 


To this, Dr. Dahlberg would add 


a fifth motivation, one that would 
set the tone for the Geo-Theologi- 
cal Year—"the desire to know the 
nature of God and the ultimate 
purpose behind the univeise." 


Those taking part in the pro- 


gram would seek answers to 
these questions: 


"Do we live and move and have 


our being in God, or simply in a 


kind of electric plasma? 


"What 
is 
the 
authority of 


Christ? If there are other inhab- 
ited worlds, is He the Lord and 
Savior of those worlds as well as 
our own? 


"What is the goal of human his- 


tory? In the thunder of sound bar- 
riers breaking, the roar of rock- 
ets rushing through space, and the 
shock of hard landings on the 
moon, how shall we think of time, 
and timelessness, and eternity? 


"What is the central idea of cre- 


ation? One translator of John 1:1 
gives this version of the introduc- 
tion to the fourth Gospel :'In the 
beginning was the Idea.' What 
was that Idea?" 


Dr. Dahlberg would invite par- 


ticipation by the best religious 
thinkers, Christian and non-Chris- 
tian; nuclear scientists; and phi- 
losophers. 


"Such an experiment," con- 


cludes Dr. Dahlberg, "might con- 
tribute more to the peace of the 
world and the intelligent control 
of outer space than all the high 
level conferences of political and 
military leaders." 


The Committee on Religion and 


Science, which is showing signs 
of picking up the cudgel for the 
International Geo-Spiritual Year, 
was organized last spring be- 
cause, in its own words: 


"Man does not always put new 


power to work for the best use 
of mankind. The purpose of this 
committee is to emphasize the 
need for spiritual and moral 
growth 
along 
with 
scientific 


achievements." 


The committee is coordinated 


by Edward L. Wertheim, a New 
' York advertising executive, and is 
financed by a temporary agent 
from the Swedenborg Foundation.

of vacuum bottles, coolers, port- 
able grills, insulated bags and 
wicker baskets o u 1 g i n g with 
plastic or paper plates. 


Add to those the many ingen- 


ious devices for keeping the 
traveler well fed and you may 
well count more than a shelfload 
of items. 


You can also total a consider- 


able investment. 


YOU CAN'T BE C A S U A L 


about their care if you want to 
protect your investment. 


The wonderful king-size cool- 


ers, for example, which do such 
service keeping cold things icy 
are rugged, but when the outing 
is over they should be drained. 
sponged out with detergent or 
baking soda and wiped dry. 


Vacuum bottles with extra- 


wide openings are favorites for 
beverages, soups and solid foods. 


Many now have plastic piessure 


seals instead of cork stoppers. 


These must be washed, too, in 


hot suds and thoroughly rinsed 
to rifl them of food particles and 
odors. The glasslined bottles are 
easier to clean with a heavily 
sudsed dish mop or bottle brush. 


Rinse these thoroughly and let 


them air-dry completely before 
reassembling. 


Narrow-mouthed vacuum bot- 


tles may1 be filled with suds and 
soaked clean. 


ITS USUALLY W I S E R to 


wash all vacuum bottles and jugs 
outside the dishpan rather than 
dumping them into water and 
risk breaking the lining or the 
seal. 


Certain foods spoil quickly on 


a warm day and bacteria mul- 
tiply rapidly, so that edibles 
packed in non-insulated contain- 
ers or outside a cooler chest 
should not be too perishable.

such foods should be washed and 
dried carefully to rid them of 
any odors. 


THE TRAVELER who packs

Aluminum and glass travel 


cookers need dishwashing, too, 
and suitable detergents are not 
always easy to find on the road. 


The simplest solution I've 


found is to package granulated 
soap in a small plastic bag anc 
tuck it into the corner of tht 
carrying case. 


Once home again, special care 


may be indicated, such as polish- 
ing the interior of an aluminum 
pot-or treating glass bottles with 
vinegar or bleach to remove 
stains. 


Make sure all utensils and

in a major address at Chautau- 
qua's Amphitheater Thursday 
night, backed the broad outline 
of P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower's 
Middle East "peace and pros- 
perity" plan, but sharply criti- 
cized "t h e tactlessness and 
transparent selfishness" in ad- 


ministering the redevelopment 
funds. 


Meyner, one of the likeliest 


pieces of political timber in the 
Democratic forest, turned to 
domestic politics in a.press con- 


j ference 
-which 
preceded his 


i Amphitheater talk. He repeat- 
| ed for reporters his earlier 
statement that "I am not now 
running" in the 1960 Presiden- 
tial election. "Any future plans 
I have." he said, "will be deter- 
mined by how well I handled 
my present job as governor." 


Although 
fully appreciative 


of the "burdens and the handi- 
caps" under which the Admin- 
istration must operate, Meyner 


said that "there is an urgent 
need for training our personnel 
(of the economic aid missions) 
in habits of tact and diplo- 
macy." 


Meyner quoted John Lind- 


berg, an expert in the field, as 
saying that the personnel of the 
aid missions have little con- 
ception of how to handle the 
natives whom they regard as 
an "inferior civilization." 


Meyner agreed with the pres- 


ent Administrations' policy of 
aiding countries with different 
political philosophies than ours, 
on the bajis that it is better to 
have then* neutral and immune 


from 
Communist 
aggression, 


than to lose another country to 
he Comimmists. He cited our 
present aid to neutral India as 
an example. 


Meyner also is in "full sup- 


port" of the 
Administration's 


foreign aid program, and even 
favors restoration of the cuts 
made by Congress. 


He is also in favor of the 


Administration's policy of seg- 
regating economic aid and tech- 
ncal assistance from military 
aid and agrees with the idea of 
channeling a maximum of aid 
funds into loan accounts rather 
than direct grants-m-aid. 


"Certainly the great stakes 


involved ars worth the compar- 
atively small amount 
(% of 


1 %) we spend to minimize the 
risks to our security, not to 
mention the satisfaction of ad- 
vancing the welfare of million* 
of fellow human beings," he 
said. 


In concluding Meyner said, 


"We must convince them that 
their ultimate goals and long1 
range interests—freedom In a 
world at peace — are identical 
with ours."

schools' schedule and the,gate receipts—quite important around 
here—reflected the general attitude toward these smaller 
schools. Nobody came.
